Buenos Aires, December 3.—Belated 
news of an unsuccessful revolutionary 
movement in Peru was made public 
today by the official newspaper, La 
Prensa, of Lima, says a dispatch to 
La Nacion from Lima.

EDWARDS |S TAKEN 
TO WIFE'S FUNERAL

Birmingham, <Ala.,. December 
While arrapgements were being made} 
to take Dr. George JT. Edwards to 
Montgomery to attend the funeral to- 
morrow of his wife, Annie Lou Ed- 
wards, authorities were tonight delv- 
ing further’ into the numerous mysti- 
fying angles which they assert are 
connected with the death of the 
woman. 

Dr. Edwards, charged with murder 
on a coroner's warrant in connection 
with the case, will be guarded on the 
trip to Montgomery and will be placed 
in jail upon his return if his condi- 
tion is such that this action is war- 
ranted, authorities stated. The 
physician is still suffering much pain 
from a wound in the left hand which 
he said was inflicted by an assailant 
who he asserted murdered his wife and 
then attacked him in the Edwards 
home at. Fairfield early yesterday. 

Edwards To Stand Pat. 

After a long conference with George 
Ross, his attorney, it was stated that 
Dr. Edwards would have no further 
statement to make. 

According to officers in charge of 
the inquiry, Dr. Edwards has adhered 
to his original statements concerning 
the attack upon his wife and him and 
vigorously denies accusations sug 
gested by the service of the warrant. 

“We will await formal. charges,” 
Mr. Ross said after leaving his client. 

Officers said they had discovered 
evidence tending to show that a fourth 
shot was fire in the Edwards home.

the administration and énforcement 
of our criminal] laws. 


PRISON REFORM. 

“Pending before the congress is a 
bill which has already passed one 
house providing for a reformatory to 
which could be committed first of- 
fenders and young men for the pur- 
pose of segregating them from con- 
tact with hardened = criminals and 
nroviding them. with special train- 
ing, in order to reestablish in them 
the power to pursue a_ law-abiding 
existence in the social and economic 
life of the nation. This is a mat- 
ter of so much importance as to war- 
rant the early attention of the pres- 
ent session. Further provision 
should also be made, for a like rea- 
son, for a separate reformatory for 
women. 

NATIONAL POLICE BUREAU. 

“Representatives of the interna- 
tional police conference will bring to 
the attention Of the congress a pro- 
posal for the establishment of a na- 
tional police bureau. Such action 
would provide a central point for 
gathering, compiling and later dis- 
tributiong to local police authorities 
much information which would be 
helpful in the prevention and detee- 
tion of crime. I believe this bureau 
is needed, and I recommend favorable 
consideration of this proposal.

“During the last session of the 
congress legislation was introduced 
looking to the payment of the remain- 
ing claims generally referred to as 
the French spoliation claims. The 
congress has provided for the pay- 
ment of many similar claims. Those 
that remain unpaid have been long 
pending. The beneficiaries’ there- 
under have every reason to expect 
payment. These claims have been 
examined by the court of claims and 
their validity and amount determin- 
ed. The United States ought to pay 
its debts. I recommend action by 
the congress which will permit of 
the payment of these remaining 
claims. 

THE WAGE-KBKARNER. 

“Two very importakt policies have 
heen adopted by this country which, 
while extending their benefits also 
in other directions, have been of the 
utmost importance to the wage earn- 
ers.

OPPOSES COMPETITION. 

“We have been constantly besought 
to engage in competitive armaments. 
Frequent reports will reach us of the 
magnitude of the military equipment 
of other nations. We shall do well 
to be little impressed by such _ re- 
ports or such actions. Any nation 
undertaking to maintain a military 
establishment with aggressive and im- 
perialistic designs will find _ itself 
severely handicapped in the economic 
development of the world. I believe 
thoroughly in the army and navy, in 
adequate defense and_ preparation. 
But. I am opposed to any policy of 
competition in building and maintain- 
ing land or sea armaments. 

“Our country has definitely relin- 
quished the old standard of dealing 
with other countries by terror and 
force, and is definitely committed to 
the new standard of dealing with 
them through friendship and under- 
standing. This new policy should he 
constantly kept in mind by the guid- 
ing forces of the army and navy, by 
the congress and by the country at 
large. I believe it holds a’ promise 
of great benefit to humanity. I shail 
resist any attempt to resort to the 
old methods and the old standards. I 
am especially solicitous that foreign 
nations should comprehend the can- 
dor and sincerity with which we have 
adopted this position. While we pro- 
pose to maintain defensive und sup- 
plementary police forces by land arid 
sea, and to train them through in- 
spections and maneuvers upon appro- 
priate occasions in order to maintain 
their efficiency, I wish every other 
nation to understand that this does 
not express any unfriendliness or con- 
vey any hostile intent. I want the 
armed forces of America to be con- 
sidered by all peoples not as enemies 
but as friends, as the cofitribution 
which is made by this country for 
the maintenance of the peace and se- 
curity of the world.

ments of international war. It has 
been and is my expectation that we 
might hopefully approach other great 
powers for further conference on this 
subject as soon as the carrying out 
of the present reparation plan as the 
established and settled policy of Eu- 
rope has created a favorable oppor- 
tunity. But on account of proposals 
which have already been made by 
other governments for a European 
conference, it will be necessary to wait 
to see what the outeome of their ac- 
tions may be. I should not wish to 
propose or have representatives at- 
tend a conference which would con- 
template commitments opposed to the 
freedom of action we desire to main- 
tain unimpaired with respect to our 
purely domestic policies. 

INTERNATIONAL . LAW. 

“Our country should also support 
efforts which are being made toward 
the codification of international law. 
We can look more hopefully, in the 
first insta, for research and studies 
that are likel~ to be prod::-tive-of re- 
sults, to a cooperation among repre 
sentatives of the bar and members of 
international jaw institutes and so- 
cieties, than to a conference of those 
who are technically representative of 
their respective governments, although, 
when projccts have been developed, 
they must go to the gov rnments for 
their approval. These expert ptofes- 
sional studies are going on in certain 
quarters and should have our constant 
encouragement and approval. 

OUTLAW OF WAR. 

“Much interest has of late been 
manifested in this country In the dis- 
cussion of various proposals to outlaw 
uggressive war. I look with great 
Sympathy upon the examination of 
this subject. It is in harmony with 
the traditional policy of our couniry, 
which is against aggressive war and 
for the maintenance of permanent and 
honorable peace. While, as I have 
said, we must safeguard our liberty 
to deai according to our own judgment 
with our domestic policies, we can not 
fail to view with sympathetic interest 
all progress to this desired end or 
carefully to study tle measures that 
may be proposed to attain it.

WHETHER ’TIS THE WEATHER. 

One of the several things about 
which I am so crazy, cracked, queer 
or sarcastic, is the weather as a hypo- 
thetical factor of sickness. 1 main- 
tuin that there isn’t any evidence that 
any kind of weather causes awy kind 
of disease—barring sunburn and frost- 
bite. So when 1 come across new evi- 
dence bearing on this problem-—for it 
is still a problem with most of the 
laity and a considerable share of the 
physicians—I pounce upon it eagerly, 
for naturally want to find out as 
early as possible if I must begin 
hedging in order to keep aligned with 
science. 

Dr. V. C. Kinney, of Wellsville, N. 
Y., offers the latest testimony, in the 
course of a  .eport he recently maie 
on some original blood pressure wb- 
servations. He has found that there 
is often a variation of blood pressure 
on the right and left sides of the 
body, as much as 30 mm. difference 
in certain circumstances. He believes 
the pressure varies in different parts 
The blood pressure. is 
often erratic, too. Dr. Kinney finds 
marked changes in the reading in some 
cases in which the pressure is 20 to 
3U millimeters higher or lower within 
a few hours than when the patieai 
first arrives at the sanitarium. This 
happens he says, in cases of cardio- 
vascular disease even though the pa- 
tients are not of a nervous tempera- 
ment and usually in incipient cases 
before the degenerative chat.ges_ in 
heart, arteries or kidneys have :ad- 
vanced. Physicians in general practice 
do not often see such cases. Probably 
the patients consider themselves “ruu 
down from overwork” or “nervously 
exhausted” and seek rather the care 
provided in a good sanitarium. That 
is, if they are not intrigued by the 
latest panacea. 

But it is when Dr. Kinney turus 
his hand to the weather problem that 
he gets my goat. He seems inclined 
to suspect the weather of having 
something to do with these erratic 
blood pressure readings. He believes 
the majority of apopletic strokes co- 
incide with some marked atmospheric 
disturbance. One such disturbance is 
a sudden swinging of the wind into 
the north or northwest in the winter 
time after a moist warm spell; the 
temperature drops down around zero 
and the air becomes exceedingly dry, 
all in 24 hours perhaps. Whenever 
such a change of weather occurs, as 
it may froe: one to six times in the 
winter, Dr. Kinney keeps close tabs 
of the blood pressure readings of sani- 
tarium patients. They rarely show 
less than 10 to 30 points rise or fall. 
Then says Dr. Kinney, *‘then I watch 
the newspapers; the number of cere- 
bral hemorrhages during these spells 
is appalling.’ 

Knowing the newspapers -as I do, 
for don’t I help to make ‘em?—I can 
only say that cerebral hemorrhages in 
the newspapers are not reliable. We 
get off some queer stuff in the news- 
papers when we attempt to tell the 
people what ails the man or just what 
operation was done on him. News- 
paper science, doctors call this; un- 
conscious humor. 

People preparing to have cerebral 
hemorrhages should not permit the 
weather to hurry them or worry them.

AFTERINDICTMENT 
CHARGING MURDER 


Turner Gibby, indicted for mur- 
der in connection with the death of 
his brother-in-law, John Quinn, on 
November 25, near the residences of 
both men on Wells street, surrén- 
dered to Fulton eounty authorities 
Wednesday, returning voluntarily
